THE CATTLE CASE 


JUDGMENT GIVEN ON SATUR- 


DAY AFTERNOON 


Collyns Convicted and Gervais Ac- 
quitted.—Sentence to be Announced 


on Tuesday 


The Court House was filled on Sat- 


urday afternoon to hear the verdict 


given in the Pekisko cattle stealing 


case. 
Shortly after two o'clock Mr. J ie 
udg- 


Scott the delivery of his j 
ment, He said he could not avoid the 
belief that Collyns was guilty of the 
crime with which he was ch . 
There wee no doubt in his mind that 
the cattle which the accused hadclaim 
ed in the HL corral were Knox's pro- 
perty. Nor conid he see that the 8D 
and f ineads with the wattle had been 
placed on the animals for any other 
r than to hide the previous 

ds, Their itions, identical as 
they were with Knox's three bars, 
seemed almost conclusive on thut 
point. His Lordship said that he 
could not deny that he had been 
very favorably impressed with the 
prisoner’s manner in the witness box. 

As to the question whether anyone 
else wight have placed the brands en 
the aninals with some malicious in- 
tent, there was no evidence to sup- 
port such a supposition. In regard to 
what had been said as to Mr. Stiu - 
son’s conduct in endeavoring to place 
the guilt of the cattle etenling he 
thought that in sv dying he had only 
protected his own imterests ina rea- 
sonable manner. He bad done wrong 
however in offering a reward for the 
conviction of these particular men, 

Aa to Gerea's though he strongly 
euspected that be was also implicated 
he did not thiuk there wns sumcient 
evidence to warrant a verdict of guilt 
in his case. As to the remark whie 
Collyns had been heard to make to 
Gervais after the sale, “Let us take 
our catile,” the evidence was conflict- 
ing us to whether there were not in 
fact cattle iv the bunch which were, 
bonnfide. theirs, In regard to Mr. 
Stimson’s statement that he had seen 
Collyns and Gervais cut out the two 
animals in question from 
the rest of the strays and drive them 
towards Knox’s, it should be remem- 
hered that three other witnesses had 
aworn to seeing them drive the whole 
bunch out of sight. Although he 
atrougly suspected Gervais of cow- 
plicity with Collyns be would acquit 
him. 

Judgment having then been given, 
Get vais left the prisoner's box, whilst 
„ constable, significantly, took his 
place beside Coliyas. The latter ap- 
peared almost unaffected by the ver- 
dict and during the delivery of the 
latter part of the jadgment he chatted 
with Gervais as though nothing had 
occurred, 

Counsel for the defense made appli- 
cation to reserve for ‘the court of 
appealithe question of the admissi- 
bility of certain evidence—viz., the 
coilateral evidence regarding the tam- 
nering with brands on other animals 
than those in question, His lordship 
assented, and agreed‘that if the court 
of appeal upheld counsel’s contention 
the present trial might be rega as 
a mistrial and the conviction quashed, 

His lordship stated that he would 
remand Collyne tor sentence until Tues- 
day at 10 a.m. He would also decide on 
Tuesday the remaining charges 
against Collyns and Gervais. He did 
not think he could hear them until 
after Christmas at least. 

Whether Collyns would be allowed 
bail until these charges had been dealt 
vith would depend on how much he 
was able to offer.

TO RESTOCK THE RANGES 


From the Denver News. 


The farmers of Northern Colorado 
are meditating a return to the old 
clan of feeding calves and beef steera 
through the winter. The feeding of 
calves and young cattle is a new busi- 
nese comparatively, but before the 
farmers took, up feeding sheep, they 
fattened steors for the Chicago market, 
Some of the most prosperous farmers 
of the Cache la Pondre Valley owe 
their prosperity to feeding steers. 

But the calf feeding matter is quite 
entirely new, and is due ta the great 
drain that has been made on the 
ranges during the past few years, The 
ranges are becoming denuded and 
many cattic owr ors are losing thous- 
ands of dollars by not having cattle 
en ugh to eat up the grass on the 
plains. The cattlemen must co some- 
thing to replenish the ranges, must 
replant thereon bunches cf cattie from 
which may be drawn each year the 
heef needed by the large centres, like 
Denver and Chicago, How serious 


= the heef of next year is to come 
from, — Heretofore, when there bas 
heen a scarcity the herds of Mexico 
have been drawn upon, but even these 
wili not be within reach next year. 
One point below the line, which fur- 
nished something like 70,000 head of 
beef cattle in former years, will not 
send a hoot north next year. The 
great ranges of Montana and Nebraska 
and adjoining states will be unable to 
Hill the demands on them. 

To meet this deticiency in part a 
movement of calves will be made dur- 
ing the winter from the ranges to the 
south of the United States quarantine 
line. Private investors bave already 
begun to buy these young cattle, 
which must be fed through the winter, 
The men whe propose to restock the 
great ranges will look to this influx of 
calves for the cows and heifers to turn 
loose on the ranges. But none of them 
ure prepared to receive the calves this 
fall and tevd them through the winter. 
The young cattle can be delivered in 
Colorado at from 815 to $18 a head. 
Those farmers who can buy the calves 
this fall are assured of at least $21 per 
head in the spring. The cattle men 
have no feed and no shelter, and can 
better afford to pay $21 per head in 
tho spring than to pay the price now

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EXTRACTS FROM A LETTER 
FROM FORT ST. JOHN 


PASS OVER THE MOUNTAINS 


Dr. Lafferty Receives A Letter From 
His Son Now With the Exploring 
Party At Fort St John—A Low and 
Short Pass Reported py Indians 

From The Calgary Herald. 


The following is an extract from a 
letter received from Fort St, John by 
Dr, Lafferty from his son Frank, who 
accompanied the police exploring 
party as engineer: 

The letter was begun at their camp 
15 miles south of Dunvegan, on Oct, 


Ach: 

The Peace river valley is worthy of 
every good thing that can be said of it. 
At Dunvegan they grow as largecauli- 
flower and cabbage as in Calgary, and 
the weather has been delightful. We 
have our first fall of snow today. 
Hardisty has gone back from here to 
Slave lake for dogs and will join us at 
St. John. 

From our camp 15 miles south of 
Dunvegan we have to take a shorter 
trail than the one in use on either 
side of the Peace river to avoid a large 
muskeg which lies on the old trail on 
the north and south sides. 

We arrived at Fort St. John on the 
Ist of November. We were delayed 
some days looking for our guide who 
lost us and in trying to recover the 
trail lost himself. He was a white 
man named Wilson, 

Hardisty arriyed here this morning 
the 6th of Noyember with 82 dogs and 
we expect to be herea few days out- 
fitting and making preparations. We 
are getting suitable clothing of buck- 
skin, furs, c., made, as well as snow 
shoes, flat sleighs and some pemmican. 

The Indiansfand breeds tell us that 
up from St. John on the east side of 
the mountain to the Liard River there 
isa geeat deal of muskeg and after 
vou leave the Pine river there is a 
great deal of bush, 

While on the west side of the 
mountain we infer there must be good 
feed, as the Beaver and Chinook In- 
dians say there is a herd of Buffalo 
over there, and that thew have driven 
them to the east side, but they always 
find their way back. We are taking 
on as guide here. a hunter and a dog 
driver bringing our party up to mine. 

Our real work really begins in earn- 
est from here. The cold weather has 
set in. We found an Indian here who 
knows the trail up the Pine River, 
and west to the mountains to a low 
where, he says, a gunshot can be 

eard from one side of the mountain 
to the other. This Indian travelled 
away west and came to a lot of houses 
with white men. This we concluded 
was Fort Graham, and he says the 
country between here and there is 
mostly prairie, while, as I said before, 
on the east side toward the Liard riv- 
er, the Indians tell us there isa great 
deal of muskeg, and after you leave 
the Pine River the expression they use 
is there is nothing but brush. We 
expect to make Fort Graham from 
here one in month, We expect to have 
Indians take the bulk of our stuff to 
the other side of the mountains, where 
we will enche what we cannot take 
along with us, and send back for it if 
required, The above contains all that 
is of interest to the public.

POINTS OF BEEF CATTLE 


O. F. Curtis, of the Iowa Experi- 
ment Station, writes on the points ot 
beef cattle to be taken into consider- 
ation, and says: There is a well de- 
fined beef tvpe that admits of less 


flexibility than is generally regarded. 
The tirst thing thet should be looked 
to is the general beef form—low, 


broad. deep, smooth and even, with 
parallel lines. No wedge shape is 
wanted for the block. Next in im- 
portance isa thick, even covering of 
the right kind ot meat in the parts 
that give the high · priced cute, This 
is n very important factor in beef 
cattle that is often overlooked. About 
28 per cent. ofa good carcass of beef 
sells for 3 per cent of the 
total value. The high priced cuts are 
the ribs and loins, These parts on an 
average sell for about three times as 
much per pound as the others, Good, 
broad, well covered backs and ribs are 
absolutely necessary to a good carcass 
ot beef, and no other excellencies,how- 
ever great, will compensate for the 
lack of this essential. It is necessary 
to both breed and feed for thickness 
in these parts, And mere thickness 
and substance here is not all. Ani- 
mals that are soft and patchy, or hard 
and rolled on the back. are sure to 
give defective and objectionable car- 
caeses, even though they are thick: 
and they also cut up with correspond- 
ingly greater waste. The men who 
buy our cattle and fix their market 
value are shrewd enough to know 
almost at a giance how much and 
just what kind of meat a steer or a 
carload of steers will cut out; and if 
the producer overlooks any of the 
essential points he is compelled to 
bear the loss,
